A LINCOLN SELICL 
The Peace Negotiations of 1864, 


The following dispatch, written by 
President Lincoln’s own hand, bas 
been added to the Aldrich collection in 
the State library: 

“EXECUTIVE Manston, Wasnina- 
TON, July 15, 1864.-—The Hon. Horace 
Greecey, New York: I[ suppose you 
|r ceived my letter of the 9th, I have 
| just received yours of the 13th, and am 

disappointed by it. I was not expect- 
| ing youto send me a letter, but to 
bring mea man or men. Mr. Hay 
goes to you with my answer lo yours 
of the 13th.

The accompanying letter from the 
donor, the Hon. James Harlan, will 
explain thoroughly the occasion for the 
dispatch: 

Court OF COMMISSIONERS OF ALA- 
@aMA Claims, Wasuineton, D. C., 
April 10, 1885.—To the Jowa State Li- 
brarian, Des Moines, Iowa: During 
the early part of last month I received 
4 letter from the Hon. Charles Aldrich, 
of Webster City, lowa, expressing an

Greeley’s mission proved to be abor- 
tive, because these pretended embassa- 
dors were found to be destitule of any 
authority whatever to propose terms of 
peace. Their pretension in this re- 
spect was simply a ruse to secure safe
